Progress  of  Building  in  Toronto 

T^l'HlN'G  the  past  few  years,  in  building  construction 
alone,  Toronto  has  advanced  in  a  remarkable  way. 
There  has  l>een  nothing  unnatural  about  it,  and  no  artificial 
means  were  employed  to  brjng  it  about.  Within  the  last 
year,  as  an  indication  of  the  increase  of  buildings  for  vari- 
ous purposes,  it  may  be  stated  that  permits  for  2,091  dwell- 
ings were  issued,  aggregating  an  expenditure  of  $3,849,731, 
an(i  of  which  number  no  less  than  1,508  were  of  brick  con- 
struction. Of  factory  buildings,  no  less  than  50  permits 
were  issuetl,  aggregating  an  expenditure  of  $707,900.  Of 
bank  buildings,  branch  offices  principally,  10  of  these  were 
puo  up,  representing  an  expenditure  of  $870,000.  In  regard 
to  stores  and  offices,  the  permits  issued  totalled  127,  repr.>- 
scpting  an  expenditure  of  $430,255,  including  10  warehouses, 
built  at  a  cost  of  $512,100,  and  6  churches,  totalling  $307,000. 
The  following  table  of  figures  show  the  number  of  per- 
mits granted  and  the  value  of  buildings  erected  during  the

Fire  Protective  Service 

rpHK  Fire  Department  is  directly  under  the  control  of 
the  city  authorities  and  governed  by  the  Fire  and  Light 
Conimiteee. 

There  are  all  told  216  officers  and  men  in  the  Fire 
Depurtment. 

There  are  16  stations,  2  additional  in  course  of  erection, 
and  3  others  contemplated. 

The  service  is  equipped  with  all  modern  fire  appliances 
and  in  other  respects  is  managed  admirably. 

The  amount  expended  by  the  department  (1905)  was 
S25b,232. 

Police  Protective  Service 

rilHK  police  service  of  Toronto  is  unexcelled  by  any  city 
on  the  continent,  and  is  governed  by  three  Commission. 
er«,  consisting  of  the  Mayor,  the  Police  Magistrate  and  the 
County  Judge. 

The  full  force  of  police  employed  is  composed  of  335  men, 
inclusive  of  9  mounted  officers,  8  regular  and  5  octiug  de- 
tectives. There  are  nine  stations  spread  throughout  the 
city,  each  in  command  of  an  Inspector,  with  Sergeant  iind 
a  detail  of  men.

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Available  Factory  Sites 

X  N  ONK  respect  the  situation  of  Toronto,  both  from  'he 
standpoint  of  rail  and  v..iter  shipping  facilities,  is  ad- 
n.irahly  adapted  for  the  location  of  factories.  In  almost 
nil  directions,  adjacent  to  the  harbor  and  railways,  are  avail- 
able many  fine  sites,  the  price  of  which  all  factors  bein^  con- 
sidered, will  be  found  very  reasonable,  and  not  as  is  somc- 
tiiiios  the  case  with  retail  or  wholesale  business  sites,  so 
high  in  value  as  to  prove  a  barrier  and  a  heavy  annual 
charge  either  in  rent,  interest  or  taxes,  or  all  combined. 

Under  the  control  of  the  city  authorities  there  are  many 
siteh  of  varying  areas  which  are  offered  on  most  ad- 
vantageous terms  to  new  industries  locating  in  Toronto. 
Also  by  private  owners  are  there  for  sale  suitable  lands  in 
different  parts  of  the  city,  thus  affording  a  wide  choice  'or 
selection  by  newcomers  in  our  midst.  In  any  event,  it  will 
repay  capitalists  and  manufacturers  who  are  looking  for  a 
desirable  field  to  locate,  to  visit  Toronto  and  see  for  them- 
selves what  the  situation  offers. 

Electric   Power 

fTlllE  chief  source  of  electric  power  used  by  the  many 
industries  of  Toronto  is  from  the  Toronto  Electric  Light 
ard  Power  Company,  a  private  corporation. 

The  cost  per  horsepower  supplied  consumers  is  not  aseer. 
tninable  from  the  company  for  the  purpose  of  this  article, 
but  it  may  be  said,  varies  according  to  the  uses  and  occa- 
sions. Uenerally  speaking,  however,  in  view  of  the  fact 
that  electric  energy  is  manufactured  by  the  company  and 
not  transmitted  from  any  other  source,  the  rates  are  not 
regarded  as  excessive.  The  situation,  so  far  as  the  future 
supply  of  electric  power  is  concerned,  will  undoubtedly  be 
vtrj'  much  improved,  and  at  no  distant  date  either,  owing 
to  the  introduction  of  Niagara  power,  which,  it  is  estimated, 
car.  be  delivered  in  Toronto  at  a  cost  of  $17  per  horsepower. 
Already,  it  may  be  stated,  the  transmission  lines  for  Niagara 
power  are  fast  nearing  completion  to  Toronto. 

That  cheap  electric  power  is  soon  to  be  a  reality  is  un- 
questioned, and  with  this  consideration  in  mind,  Toronto 
easily  presents  the  strongest  attractions  for  the  manu- 
facturer and  business  man.

are  not  under  the  necessity  of  securing  a  license  in  order  to 
carry  on  business,  except  in  those  callings  enumerated  under 
the  head  of  city  licenses. 

In  many  States  and  countries  heavy  license  fees  are 
enforctd,  thus  more  or  less  hind' :.ng  the  freedom  of  in- 
dividuals and  stifling  competition. 

Where  it  is  the  intention  to  form  a  company,  and  to 
issue  gtock  or  shares,,  no  matter  what  the  character  of  the 
business  may  be,  it  is  necessary  to  apply  for  a  license  or 
nharter,  either  Dominion  or  Provincial.  As  to  the  expense 
involved  in  obtaining  Provincial  authority  before  commenc- 
ins  business,  the  following  facts  will  show:— (Statute  Feea, 
1905). 

When  the  proposed  capital  of  the  applicant  company  is 
WCOOO  or  less,  the  fee  is  SIOO. 

When  it  is  moif  than  i«40,000.  but  doei;  n-"-t  exceed  ?100,- 
nOO,  the  fee  is  $100.  and  $1  for  every  $1,000  in  excess  of 
$40,000.  I 
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When  it  i8  over  |100,000,  but  does  uot  »'xef<'d  $1.(K10,0(M). 
tlK-  fee  in  $160.  and  $2.50  lor  every  •T'lO.OOO  in  exiiss  of 
blOO.(MM). 

When  it  is  $1,000,0(H)  the  fie  is  $385,  and  $2.50  for  every 
ti'10.000  in  excess*  of  $1,000,000 

When  the  charter  is  for  a  cheese  or  butter  coinyany 
onlj.  the  fee  may  be  $10,  if  the  applicants  are  fanners.
